ROJESTVENSKY MAY RESIGN. 


London, Oct.29.—Profound satisfaction 
over the fA<rt that an arrangement ha* 
been reached and the entire certainty 
that the result of the Commission of 
Inquiry will be to discredit Vice Ad¬ 
miral Rojastvensky’s statements anent 
the presence of torpedo boats among 
the North sea. fishing fleet marks the 
comments of the London afternoon 
newspapers almost universally. 

The Admiral's story, it is pointed out, 
has the great advantage that it is 
capable of precise proof or disproof. 
"The Russian Admiral can only make 
good his case by producing the vessel 
whose presence he allege* was among 
the trawlers,” says the Westminster 
Gazette. This feeling that the British 
contention will be upheld pervades all 
classes and disposes the public to calm¬ 
ly await the verdict.

After the excitement of the last few 
days a complete lull now prevails In 
diplomatic circles. How hard Ambas¬ 
sador Benckendorff worked for peace 
probably will never be thoroughly 
known.

The Ambas¬ 
sador did not stand on his dignity or 
even resent the bitter ridicule of Ad¬ 
miral Rojestpensky’s report, merely re¬ 
iterating that w'hether the report was 
right or wrong neither he nor Lord 
Lansdoume were the proper Authorities 
to decide. In this vlew f France and 
Germany sympathized, and even Lord 
Lansdowne eventually acquiesced. It Is 
thought that the Foreign Secretary** 
efforts to arrive at an honorable and 
peaceful settlement were made infinite¬ 
ly harder by the attitude of the lead¬ 
ing papers.

Some Disappointment. 

The Inevitable disappointment conse¬ 
quent upon the British public’s failure 
to grasp the true tone of the negotia¬ 
tions was strongly evidenced to-day by 
the Standard's outspoken disapproval 
of the settlement. 

The Admiralty to-day rescinded its 
order stopping all naval leave, and the 
Pall Mall Gaxette says that although 
all danger of war has passed, a great 
naval demonstration In the nature of 
practice Is being planned as a sequel 
to the hostile mobilization. 

RUMOR OF A MESSAGE 

From Rojestvensky Asking To Be 

Relieved of His Command. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 29. 5;16 p. m.—The 
details of the convention for the con¬ 
stitution of an International commis¬ 
sion to establish the facts In the North 
sea incident are being worked out In 
London. The agreement between the 
two Governments. It Is authoritatively 
stated here, goes no further than to 
have recourse to a <'onrvml*stoh under 
The Hague convention to determine the 


facts, which. In the language of Article 
14, ’’Leaves the conflicting powers en¬ 
tire freedom as to the effect to be given 
to ihe statement." The findings of the 
court, however, will constitute a bind¬ 
ing, moral obligation on each Power, 
which is expected to take the action 
called for without further representa¬ 
tion from the other, but leaving the 
aggrieved Government free in case the 
action taken is not considered adequate 
to make such demands as it deems the 
occasion warrants. The commission is 
expected to be constituted promptly. 

The statement is positively made this 
afternoon, though It is impossible to 
confirm it, that the Emperor last night 
received a telegram from Admiral Ro¬ 
jestvensky saying that in view' of what 
had occurred he asked to be relieved of 
his command. It is also Mated that a 
telegram from the Emperor communi¬ 
cated to Rojestvensky at Copenhagen 
was a warning about the reported ap¬ 
pearance of Japanese officers at Hull. 
As previously cabled, a rowboat which 
took off the telegram to the squadron 
Is reported to have been fired upon. 

BRITISH SHIPS AT VIGO. 

Foreign Office Know* Nothing of 

Order To Channel Squadron. 

Vigo. Spain. Oct. 29 -The BritWh 
Consul here has received telegraphic 
instructions to prepare for provisioning 
the channel squadron, which arrives at 
Vigo to-night or to-morrow. 

Later In the day a British cruieer ar¬ 
rived from the south, anchored outside 
the harbor and exchanged salutes with 
the fort and the Russian squadron. 

The cruiser turned out to be the Lan¬ 
caster. Her commander shortly after¬ 
ward went on board the Russian flag¬ 
ship Knlaz Bouvaroff and had a con¬ 
ference lasting twenty minutes with 
Admiral Rojestvensky. The Lancaster 
subsequently sailed, clearing the harbor 
at 6 p. m. 

Five other British warships are out¬ 
side the Cies Inland in the bay of Vigo, 

London, Oct. 29. 5:25 p. m—-The For¬ 
eign Office informs the Associated Press 
that It knows nothing of the British 
channel squadron going to Vigo as an¬ 
nounced In a dispatch from that place. 
It presumes the British Consul’s in¬ 
structions to provide for provisioning 
the squadron were received from Vice 
Admiral Bereeford when the situation 
was serious and there were prospects 
that the squadron might be ordered to 
the neighborhood of the Russian squad¬ 
ron.

NORTH SEA INCIDENT 


May Be Used As Excuse For Recall¬ 
ing Baltic Squadron. 

Toklo, Oct. 29, ’Noon.—A prominent 
officer of the Japanese naval staff said 
to-day that he believed the Russian 
Baltic fleet would not come far on their 
way East. He did not believe that the 
Russian Government desired to send It 
at all. and it was likely that the trawler 
affair in North Sea would be used 
as an excuse for the recall. Instancing 
reasons upon which he based his be¬ 
lief, he said that the fleet commander. 
Admiral Rojestvensky, was sick w'hen 
he left port, and it seemed very im¬ 
probable that the Russian Government, 
if their intentions w-ere serious, would 
send a sick Admiral to navigate many 
thousands of miles to combat a su¬ 
perior force at the end of a long 
cruise. 

"If there were any torpedo boat* 
among the trawling fleet which was 
fired upon, It was the duty of the Rus¬ 
sian officer in command.’* he said, "to 
pursue them and Investigate the base 
of their dispatch. Russia, by delay, 
was seeking to render the diplomatic 
situation with England more critical to 
afford a plausible excuse to recall its 
fleet." 

ADMIRAL ROJESTVENSKY. 

Repeats His Story of Attack By Al¬ 
leged Torpedo Boats. 

Vigo, Spain, Oct. 29.—The Russian 
squadron is still In port. Upon the 
main question relative to the identity 
of the Japanese torpedo boats said to 
have been seen among the Hull fishing 
fleet during the night of October 21-22, 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky said to the 
Associated Press to-rl^y: "Rumors had 
reached me that the Japanese would 
attack the squadron, and when I sud¬ 
denly saw that night the two torpedo 
boats betwreen our two divisions and 
heard the noise Of the firing of tor¬ 
pedoes I doubted not that they were 
Japanese. 

"Prince Keretelli, an officer on board 
the battleship Emperor Alexander III., 
told me that the transport Areodaur 
was surrounded by eight torpedo boats 
or vessels carrying torpedo tubes. The 
Areadaifr signaled her danger, and 
when our battleships advanced we did 
not for one moment suppose that the 
attacking vessels could he fishermen."

Herald Forecast. 


ITS FIGURES ARE UNCERTAIN. 


GIVES REPTTBLICAN CLAIMS THE 
BENEFIT OF DOUBT. 


COUNTS NEW YORK AS CLOSE, 


With the Chances Favoring the Dem¬ 
ocrats, Especially In State 
Race. 


CONFLICTING INDIANA CLAIMS. 


Mew York. Oct. 29.—[Special.]—The 
Herald publishes to-morrow Its usual 
forecast of the result of the presiden¬ 
tial election. The Herald’s figures are 
decidedly wobbly. It doe* not seam 
sure of its own predictions, and Demo¬ 
crats are laughing at Its figures. The 
ftrst draft of the Herald's fore¬ 
cast prepared two days ago had 
Mew York in the certainly Re¬ 
publican column for President and 
almost certainly Republican for Gov¬ 
ernor. To-night the Herald changes 
Mew York to the "probably Democrat¬ 
ic" column for President, and declares 
that Herrick’s Indicated majority of 
164.000 In New York City appears to 
give the Democrats a certainty of vic¬ 
tory in the State election. 

This illustrates the uncertainty of the 
Herald’s figures. The Courier-Journal 
gives the figures for whst they are 
worth, pointing out the fact that in 
many cases they are clearly based 
more on guesswork than on a careful 
canvass. 

Th* Herald began its predictions 
In 1892, and the Sunday previous 
to the election of that year It thought 
that Mr. Cleveland had the best of the 
sltuatloriv As there was hardly an In¬ 
telligent man In the country who did 
not share the sanv* opinion, the Herald 
Is not entitled to any credit for that 
prediction. In 1**9 and 1900 the Herald 
predicted th<* election of McKinley and 
so did everybody else who had a gratn 
of sense. 

After these predictions the Herald fell 
down with a cold, hard thump and 
"busted ’ Hs office force by predictions 
"obtained by a reliable canvass" that 
Seth Dow would defeat George B. Mc¬ 
Clellan for Mayor by 13,000 plurality, 
and it gave Rrooklyn to Dow by 40 , 000 . 
The result showed that McClellan was 


gold Democrats with them at that time, 
and after the election Chairman Hern- 
ly announced that twenty-five thous¬ 
and gold Democrats had voted for Mc¬ 
Kinley. Tf this were tru«. or even ap¬ 
proximately true, the gold Democrats 
gave the party Its majority, and the 
gold Democrats are not with them this 
year.

Then again 
the contest between the several aspir¬ 
ants for Mr. Fairbanks’ seat in the 
United States Senate has become acri¬ 
monious and the effort to dictate legis¬ 
lative norrMnations has resulted In dis¬ 
sensions. So disturbing has this become 
that the party leaders have called a 
halt on the effort to control nomina¬ 
tions. and have not concealed the fact 
that if the strife is continued the Leg¬ 
islature will be lost. Emphasis is given 
to this view by the fact that six Plate 
Senators, all of them holdovers, have 
died since the last session and five of 
them were Republicans and represent¬ 
ed districts which dissensions in the 
party would enable the Democrats to 
carry."

BOARD bF HEALTH. 


Smallpox Has Been Prevalent Thore 
and State Board Takes 

Action. 


Despite the report from the member* 
of the County Board of Health of 
Christian county that in their opinion 
the smallpox situation was well under 
control, the State Board of Health, 
which met at the Galt House yesterday 
afternoon ordered Dr. J. B Jackson, of 
Hopkinsville, who is chairman of the 
Board of Health Jn Christian couhty. 
to hold weekly meetings of his board 
until th«* State Board l* satisfied that 
all danger tr passed Christian coun¬ 
ty he* been infected with the disease 
for the pas' six months, and It ha* 
spread to neighboring counties. While 
the situation is not one to give cause 
for undue alarm, the State Board feel* 
that the disease should be thoroughly 
stamped out before winter sets in 

The number of case* reported is not 
large, but they come from widely sep¬ 
arated communities in the county, 
showing that the disease ha* been gen¬ 
eral The county ha* a large colored 
population, and It is known that many 
of the case* have been hid from the 
officials, and never reported. Thl* has 
made it difficult to etop It* progress 

Dr. McOonvnack. Bowling Green, pres¬ 
ident of the State Board, said las; night 
that the board would insist upon vac¬ 
cination. and Isolation of smallpox pa¬ 
tients. "W* do not wish to be com¬ 
pelled to quarantine the county, but If 
smallpox is not soon stamped out there, 
it may be necessary to take action of 
this sort. 

’’The drouth ha* had very little In¬ 
fluence upon the general health of the 
State, and only in a few districts 
where the wells and springs are very 
low*. Its effect Is shown In the few case* 
of typhoid fever which have been re¬ 
ported. On the whole the health of the 
people throughout the StAte is very 
goid. 

"Dr. F. T. Elienmann. Btate Veterina¬ 
rian, ha* been having a busy tlhte 
owing to the prevalence of ’black leg* 
among the cattle, especially In Chris¬ 
tian and Hart countie*.” 

Yesterday’* meeting whs attended by 
every member of the board, and the 
first examination of applicants under 
the new law was held.

PETITION TO SECURE 


Release of Former Louiswille Woman 
From Baltimore Inaajie 
Asylum. 


Baltimore. Md., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
Miss Stella Lawson to-day' filed a peti¬ 
tion to secure the release from Mount 
Hope Insane Asylum of Mrs. Mary Ha¬ 
gan, who has been an Inmate of that 
institution for twenty-five years. Miss 
Lawson was herself an Inmate and re¬ 
cently secured her freedom after hav¬ 
ing been confined there for eighteen 
months. Her action was taken In ac¬ 
cordance with a promise made to Mrs. 
Hagan that if she got out she would 
try to secure the elder woman's re¬ 
lease. 

Mrs. Hagan, who is sixty-seven years 
old. stated that she had never been 
committed or tried by any court, and 
had no idea why or how she was sent 
to Mount Hope twenty-five yean* ago. 
Mrs. Hagan was the wife of a lawyer 
of I/nrfsviUe, who died seven or eight 
years ago In Wyoming. Francis Hagan, 
a Louisville attorney, of whom inquiries 
were made, said that Mr. and Mrs. Ha¬ 
gan had two daughters. One of them 
married a physician and went to Paris 
fifteen years ago, while the other mar¬ 
ried an army officer and went to the 
Philippines. The chairman of the Lu¬ 
nacy Commission said to-dayl that the 
commission examined Mrs. Hagan sev¬ 
eral days ago. *"We found,“ he said,

That is a fallacious ar¬ 
gument The cost of living would have 
Increased Irrespective of the mit^s in 
wages you receive. The retnyrts of the 
Department of Labor show that the cost 
of existence has Increased 13 per cent. In 
the pas$t four years, while your wages 
have risen to 30 or 3f» per *ent. over and 
above what you received prior to the 1900 
•trike 

Trade unionism, like every other move¬ 
ment, will either go f.rwanl or back¬ 
ward So it will be with wages in the 
hand-cooi mines.

Deficiencies Discovered In Several 
Counties. Some Occurring Dur¬ 
ing Last Administration. 


Topeka. Kaa.. Oct. 29—<W. Bailey 
to-day gave out a long report from 
State Accountant Rowett. showing ad¬ 
ditional shortages in the State Treas¬ 
urer’s office, aggregating about $31,001, 
and covering school fund transactions 
concerning Pratt, Cowley. Nemaha and 
other counties. 

Mr. Rowett draws no conclusion from 
his findings. He simply records the fact 
that certain blocks of bonds were pur¬ 
chased on certain dates by the School 
Fund Commissioners and (hat certain 
Interest payments were made on these 
bonds, which are not aecounted for on 
the books of the State Treasurer. 

Mr. Rowett so far hae chectaed up 
twenty-six out of 105 counties in the 
State. The shortage shown by to-day's 
report was found in twenty-one of the 
twenty-six counties. Th? investigation 
will continue until each county has 
been covered. 

The dates given show' that many of 
the shortages occurred during the last 
administration, but as the present 
treasurer. T. T. Kelly, was then assist¬ 
ant treasurer, he is looked upon by 
Accountant Rowett as being responsible 
for the entire amount. 

Shortly before Accountant Rowett 
made his recent report showing a short¬ 
age of $1,400. which was received from 
the State Treasurer from the State's 
fiscal agency in New York City, the 
amount was mysteriously returned to 
the State Treasury by "A. R. Brown.’* 
Later Treasurer Kelly denied any 
knowledge of who might have returned 
the money. 

The largest shortages shown are in 
Cowley county, which has paid nearly 
$ 5,000 into the Treasury In Interest on 
bonds, but which, according to Ac¬ 
countant Rowlett's report, is not ac

Discovered That Armor Around After 
End of the Superstructure 
Was Omitted. 


San Francisco. Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
A conspicuous defect In the new bat- j 
tleship Ohfo has been discovered here 
by naval experts, but It has been kept 
a profound secret among a small num¬ 
ber. Th« same defect, exists in th? 
Maine and the Missouri, as well as in 
the Wisconsin, the Alabama and the 
Illinois. 

It consists of omitting the armor 
around the after end of the super¬ 
structure. within which are mounted 
teu six-inch rapid-fire guns. This 
omission makes the big ship danger¬ 
ously vulnerable in a vital part to shots 
coming from either quarter. 

The superstructure which Inclises the 
two armored turrets has six-inch wills, 
each at the after end. The armor ter¬ 
minates several feet from the end. and 
while the after turret, several ft<*t 
away, protects the superstructure from 
fire directly aft, there' Is at* arc or 
thirty degrees on both the starboard 
and the port quarter, rrcmj any point 
In which shots might be 'poured Into 
the superstructure with nothing to pre¬ 
vent e xcept a thin shell plating .

MR. AND MRS. J. M. HOOKER, 


Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
The sixtieth wedding anniversary of 
Mr and Mrs. J. M. Hocker which was 
celebrated at the home of their grand¬ 
daughter, Mitt. Burris A. Jenkins, in 
this city recently, was the occasion of 
much gratification on the part of their 
children, grandchildren and u host of 
friends throughout the State. The cou¬ 
ple were married October 24. 1844. at 
the home of Mrs. Hooker's father, John 
Morrison, In Lincoln county, the cere¬ 
mony being j>«rformed by the Rev. John 
B. Steele. John Morrison, the father 
of Mrs. Hocker, was one of the best 
known men in the State of Kentucky. 
He spent the last few years of his life 
with Gen. Sam Houston, fighting for 
the independence of Texas. At the Mine 
of his marriage. Mr. Hocker conducted 
a general merchandise store In Hous- 
tonville, Ky.. and a large farm near 
that town, and he was eminently suc¬ 
cessful in both. He was Instrumental 
in building the Christian Church at 
Houstonville. which stand* to this day. 
and also In founding the Christian Col¬ 
lege at Houstonvllle. he being the larg¬ 
est don-or. When the college building 
was completed the Board of Trustees 
did not have the money to have the in¬ 
stitution Insured, and Mr. Hocker had 
it Insured for $6,900. and paid the prem¬ 
iums himself. During that year the 
college burned down and Mr. Hocker 
turned the Insurance over to the trus¬ 
tees to form a nucleus for erecting the 
present building. Mr. Hocker has all 
of his life been active In buslnes?. finan¬ 
cial and educational circle* and many 
of the noted Institution* of learning in 


this State owe in part their existence 
to his energy and capital. He contin¬ 
ued in business in Houstonvllle for 
twelve years after his marriage, and 
then moved with his family to Dan¬ 
ville. He remained in the latter place 
about one year when he sold his stock 
of goods and moved to Lexington. 

Previous to bis leaving Houstonville 
Mr. Hocker. in coanpiliy w ith Mr. John 
B. Bowman, made i canvass of Lin¬ 
coln county In the interest of Kentucky 
University, and succeeded In. raising 
$17,000 in cash for the institution, the 
subscription being headed with a dona¬ 
tion of $500 by Mr. Hocker. Shortly 
after his arrival in this city Kentucky 
University was removed to this city 
from Harrod-sburg. and there was also 
a demand and a pressing need for a 
female college. Owning a tract of land 
and wishing to do an act that would 
be an honor to his name for all time to 
oonye. Mr. Hocker donated this tract, 
and with th* AsriFtarn'e of a few friends 
he built a.nd established Hocker Col¬ 
lege in 1869 at a cost of $112,000. which 
included the fumLhJng of the hous**. 
Mr. Hocker as proprietor of the college 
named Elder Robert Graham, at that 
time one of the most noted educators In 
the country, as president of the insti¬ 
tution. and for six years he remained 
at the head, and was succeeded by 
Prof. Harry Turner, also appointed by 
Mr. Hocker. The latter continued hs 
proprietor of the institution for seven 
years, and during that time over 800 
your-g women from ten different States 
attended the fanvous school.

The Use of Cement In Making 
Briquettes. 

The use of cement to secure cohe¬ 
sion in briquettes is w'ell known, bu 
thus far different fuel substances bav< 
required different quantities of cemen 
to produce compactness so as to pre 
vent their falling to pieces in the slov* 
or fireplace. A system has been invent¬ 
ed by which the fuel Is roasted, pre¬ 
vious to the mixing .process, in heat 
vary ing from 212 degree* to 1282 de¬ 
grees F.. which changes It In 
such a way that ft assimilates the 
cement, and the briquettes can no long¬ 
er crumble to pieces In the Are. In this 
manner anthracite can be prepared so 
as not to crack and soft coal so as 
not to lose Its gases. To the mixture 
of coal and cement only as much w'ater 
Is added as is required to make the 
cement adhere. The Increase of ash 
caused by the addition of cement can 
easily be counteracted by a mixture of 
substances of highly Inflammable char¬ 
acter, such as the residues of naphtha 
or tar. _

This estimate is made by 
the torpedo board, which recently met 
at Fort Totten, N. Y„ and Includes an 
Item of $1,185,144 for the defense of the 
eastern entrance to Long Island Sound. 
The board points out that the cost of th e 
entire system of submarine defense is 
only about one-half the cost of a mod¬ 
ern battleship.

Bond Issue.

LAWYERS AGREE WITH HIM. 


A. J. Carroll, of the Louisville 
bar. makes the following statement of 
the law on the sewer bond question, 
which poems the general view' 
of lawyers w'ho have looked into the 
question. Col. Henry L. Stone to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

"The statement made by Col. Henry 
L. Stone, at the mas^-meetjng Wednes¬ 
day evening, that even if the people 
voted in favor of the proposed Itwsue of 
bond* the city could not build an 
cutfall sewer or spend a dollar of the 
money beyond the city limits, naturally 
attracted considerable attention. If 
Col. Stone was right In that contention 
It would be a conclusive argument 
against issuing the bonds because, as 
everyone know®, one of the main ob¬ 
jects 1? to provide a large outfall sewer 
so as to dratn the southern part of the 
city. In addition It would be readily 
conceded that the amount of money 
embraced In the proposed isaue could 
not be spent to advantage wholly with¬ 
in the city limits. 

"Col. Stone Is, however, clearly 
wrong. Section 4 of the bond ordi¬ 
nance, w hich is the one tn question, is 
not unconstitutional and under Its pro¬ 
visions the money realized from the 
sale of the bond* could be used In the 
construction of sewers in accordance 
with the plan outlined by the city ad¬ 
min lot rat ion. 

"The general doctrine clearly is that 
a municipal corporation cannot usually 
exercise Its powers beyond Its own 
limits. It Is necessary that those limits 
be definite and certain. In order that 
the money raised by taxation for mu¬ 
nicipal purposes from the property 
within the municipality should be ex¬ 
pended for the public good w ithin those 
limits. This was the doctrine which 
Col. Stone evidently had In mind, but 
there is one clear exception to that gen¬ 
eral rule, and that Is in the matter of 
providing for the discharge of sewage. 
Another probable exception to the gen¬ 
eral rule is in the matter of providing 
a water supply for a city, which sup¬ 
ply must be obtained beyond the cor¬ 
porate limits, but In the latter case 
the weight of authoiity seems to hold 
that before a city can go outside of its 
limits for the purjK>se of procuring a 
water supply It must have special leg¬ 
islative authoiity so to do. As to the 
providing of an outlet for sewage, how- 
ever, no such special legislative author¬ 
ity is necessary, as It has been held 
that where a city has general authority 
to construct sewers under the gen¬ 
eral authority It has the right to go be¬ 
yond the city limits, take property, 
make contracts, and do everything else 
necessary to the carrying out of the 
general purpose, to-wlt: the construc¬ 
tion of an adequate sewerage 
system. The reason for this 
rule Is perfectly plain. The sew¬ 
age could not be discharged with¬ 
in the city limits; it could not be 
dumped on vacant lots or into streams 
flowing through the city, thus being 
destructive of the public health and 
comfort, and In the very nature of 
things must be carried to a point as far 
beyond the limits of the city as prac¬ 
ticable. Therefore. It Is that the courts 
have held. In effect, that It would be 
useless for a city to have the general 
authority to construct sewers unless 
under that general authority they 
could do whatever was necessary to the 
carrying out of that power and duty.

Judge Parker To the Farmers. 

Judge Parker’s plain talk to 
the farmers on the trusts, the 
Philippines, and the tariff, makes 
good reading for the great body of the 
people who pay the taxes for the ben¬ 
efit of these three great Treasury 
drainers. The trusts, of which he says 
there are ^between four and five hun¬ 
dred combinations, born of the tariff 
to prevent competition and keep up the 
price of their products, are contributing 
their Ill-gotten money to the Republi¬ 
can campaign fund, because that party 
and its President have notified the 
country that they stand pat on It, which 
means that they will not Interfere with 
it. As an illustration of how it works 
he tukea the beef trust which controls 
the greater part of the meat supply. 
The retailer Is compelled by the trust 
to purchase from It all the meat re¬ 
quired by the consumer, paying what¬ 
ever price it thinks the meat trade 
will stand, and thus the purchaser Is 
compelled to pay a larger price for the 
food necessary for his family. At the 
same time -the cattle raiser finds the 
beef trust his only customer, and has 
to take whatever price he Is offered 
for Ills fat cattle, wflilch frequently de¬ 
prives him of any profit. The same sys¬ 
tem works equally against the small 
farmer who could formerly sell his fat 
stork to some local dealer. The argu- 
mcm is strong, plain and practical, and 
should carry conviction to those to 
whom It Is addressed, the victims of 
shrewd partisan legislation. 

The meat trust Is taken merely 
an Illustration, similar argument apply- 


every year for the failure of the vaca¬ 
tion to answer expectations. In 1902 It 
attributed the difficulty to excessive 
athletlsm, by which is probably meant 
the taking of more exercise than the 
strength and habits of the man on a 
holiday would Justify. In 1903 the 
theory was that the atmosphere of the 
holiday resorts, being free from germs, 
robbed the vacationist of that power of 
resistance to germs which he had ac¬ 
quired by long exposure. This year the 
explanation Is that, having acquired 
during the vacation a certain physical 
superiority, the man on his return must 
descend from It and In so doing he Is 
subjected to an involution of organs 
and muscles, and this has as Its neces¬ 
sary consequence a lower standard of 
vitality. 

It Is quite plain that this last explan¬ 
ation Is the most alarming of all. The 
unknown always excites more fear 
than what is familiar, and to tell the 
average man that he is threatened with 
the involution of organs and muscles 
must make him extremely uneasy, for 
he cannot possibly be sure he Is not. 
The Lancet seems gradually drifting to 
the theory of Mr. Russell Sage, and 
will probably end with proscribing va¬ 
cations altogether. But the hard- 
worked employe will continue to take 
them whenever he can get them, and 
risk the Lancet's displeasure.

WHAT TO DO WITH THE 
WHITE MAN, THE PROBLEM. 


So Says the President of Berea Col¬ 
lege In a Lecture In 
Chicago. 


Chicago. Oct. 29.—"It is not a ques¬ 
tion of what we shall do with the negro 
in the South, but w'hat shall we do 
with the white man. That is the prob¬ 
lem." said President W. G. Frost, of 
Berea College, Berea, Ky., in a lecture 
before the Northern Illinois Teachers* 
Association. 

President Frost depicted the condi¬ 
tion of the poor, uneducated white man 
in the mountainous districts of Ken¬ 
tucky. He told what struggles and sac¬

"The need of competent teachers In 
the South Is great." said Mr. Frost.

There Is a 
scarcity of elementary teachers to-day 
because the average pedagogue aspires 
too high, and will not be content to 
teach the rudiments «*f reading, wait¬ 
ing and arithmetic."

MANY FLOATING VILLAGES. 


Consist of Steam and Sailing Trawl- I 
ers, and Population of Fleets 
Exceeds 20,000 Souls. 


HARDSHIPS ARE EXPERIENCED.

It Is Impossible for anyone to realize, 
without previous knowledge, how ut¬ 
terly aghast the hard-w'orked fishermen 
of the Doggerbank and the North sea 
generally must have been at the mid¬ 
night hall of shot and shell from Ad¬ 
miral Rojestvensky’s towering and 
murderous battleships, cruisers and 
torpedo boats. Vast areas of the North 
sea are well-known British fishing 
grounds; and there are whole floating 
"villages" to be found in these ^storm- 
swept waters In the form of fleets of 
trawlers, both sailors and steam, each 
commanded by an "admiral." 

The population of these floating vil¬ 
lages. which are attended by their 
own floating hospitals and churches, 
reache® the astonishing number of 20 . 1 KK) 
souls; and the aggregate value of their 
catch exceeds $50,000,000. 

The lives of the men are terribly hard 
In these waters, especially in the win¬ 
ter; and an American may well be as¬ 
tonished to learn that thfse poor fel¬ 
lows—hundreds and thousands of them 
—slave night and day, under the most 
cruel circumstances, for $3 or $4 a ’week. 
• • • 

Backbone of British Navy. 


And yet It Is these men and their 
like who form the very backbone of 
the British navy These fishermen form 
the third line of the naval reserves of 
Great Britain. Quite a number of 
Oapt. Lambton's men who dragged the 
big six-inch naval guns of the Power¬ 
ful to Ladysmith were fishermen from 
the Doggerbank. 

A large proportion of these men have 
had at least some training in the navy. 
If not in battleship® or cruiser® of 
the first-class, then ln coast-defense 
Ironclads which are out-of-date battle¬ 
ships with a limited radius of action. 

It was this very naval training 
w'hich made the helpless victims of the 
Baltic fleet fairly weep wdth fury w T hen 
they landed in the famous Yorkshire 
port of Hull. 

Accidents are very frequent In the 
fishing fleets, especially in conveying 
the boxes of fish from the trawlers to 
the steam carriers that ply between the 
floating "villages" and the great fish 
markets of Hull. Grimsby and Billings¬ 
gate (London). Just think of 360 men 
and boys drowned in a single night, 
as happened, in the March gale of 1833. 
Again. In the furious gale of Christmas. 
1894, 200 of these poor fellows were lost 
In the trawling fleets. 

# • » 

Former Lot Deplorable. 


Prior to 1881 the lot of these men was 
truly deplorable, particularly among 
the floating villages of the Doggerbank 
—th4tt great prolific shallow, w’hich lies 
280 miles from the Thames, and per¬ 
haps seventy-five miles off the Jutland 
coast. The famous "Dawger." as the 
men call It. Is the most notable fishing 
ground of the North sea; and from Its 
size and fecundity is vastly preferred 
before the "Botney Gut." the "Silver 
Pits" or any other of the North sea 
grounds. 

In those early days the fishing smacks 
ran out singly, carrying a Mttle Ice for 
the preserving of their catch and choos¬ 
ing their own markets. Then every 
week or so the men w*#*re at home. 
Gradually small fleets began to be 
formed, which remained on the banks, 
and smart sailing cutters were em¬ 
ployed to "run" their takes. 

When steam trawlers came into use 
the fleets increased Imtnen^ly In size, 
and special screw fish carriers W’ere 
built, capable of carrying thousands of 
empty fish trunks and many tons of Ice 
for each Journey, besides the forty or 
fifty tone of coal for the double trip. 

Five or six of these carriers are now 
allotted to each fleet, and plough their 
way back to market, often with 2,500 
boxes of prim* fish In .'the hold, each 
trunk weighing perhaps eighty pounds. 
• • • 

Rarely Ever At Anchor. 


The floating villages are always far 
out of sight of land, and hardly ev#»r 
rest at anchor. A fishing "admiral" 
regulates the movement of his fleet by 
means of rockets and flares at night 
and flags In the day. Where the fish are 
thickest there must the trawlers fol¬ 
low. and so It comes to pas® that one 
week a man rhay be found off the coast 
of Denmark. Inter on clore to Norw*ay 
and still later on on the stormswept 
Doggerbank. 

There, on the wild waste of w»ater 
far from any harbor and with the one 
duty of fish catching day and night. 
Including Sunday®, these hardy men la¬ 
bor. Their "villages" formerly offered 
fine scope for the heartless sharks 
known as "copers"—not sea sharks, but 
vessels hailing mainly from Holland 
and laden with fiery aniseed brandy 
and nameless abominations. The result 
nisy be Imagined. 

There were qu.irreis and knife-fights 
and drowning*, but the Royal National 
Mission to Deop-sei Fishermen ha* al¬ 
tered all chi*. From having one sec¬ 
ond-hand vessel, the "Ensign," doing 
religious work only In one fleet, and 
without a doctor, the Mission now' runs 
a fleet of Us own—a fleet of floating 
churches and hospitals, who** work, 
both for soul and body. Is excellent.

Floating Hospitals. 


The floating hospitals have had as 
many am 10.186 medical and surgical In 
and out patients in a single year, not 
to mention 2.092 missionary visit®, and 
1.500 religious service* held. Reckon el 
by mere weight, the free literature dis¬

Opposite views of the same question 
were expressed In opinions rendered 
yesterday by Judges Gordon and Kirby 
in two injunction suits brought by in¬ 
surance companies against Henry R. 
Prewitt, State Insurance Commissioner, 
to test the question whether he nad 
the right to revoke their license® be¬ 
cause they had laid themselves liable 
to such action by transferring litiga¬ 
tion against them from the State to 
the Federal Court. In the case he 
passed on Judge Gordon held that the 
statute under which thi- Insurance 
Commissioner had revoked the license 
in question was unconstitutional and 
that therefore the cancellation was with¬ 
out force and effect. On the other hand. 
Judge Kirby ruled that the Insurance 
Commissioner had the right to make 
such revocations upholding the validity 
of the statute Involved and dismissed 
the plaintiff’s petition- Both cases will 
go from here to the Court of Appeals 
and at last to the Supreme Court of 0\s 
United States for final adjudication.

The suit for injunction against the 
Commissioner brought by the Security 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
New York was before Judge Gordon. 
This company’s license had already 
been revoked under Section 631 of the 
Statutes, whlclf provides that if a for¬ 
eign Insurance company shall transfer 
any suit brought against it in Ken¬ 
tucky frem the State to the Federal 
Court the Insurance Commissioner shall 
have power of revocation. Crane & 
Gayle, Insurance agents at Owenton, 
had sued the Security Mutual for $100,- 
000 on account of alleged breach of 
contract, and the case was transferred 
by the defendant to the Federal Court. 
Cancellation of license immediately fol¬ 
lowed. Judge Gordon, in his opinion, 
says that after a review of 'the decis¬ 
ions of the Supreme Court* he believes 
Section 631 of the Statutes is Invalid. 
The Injunction is granted unless the 
defendant Joins some Issue of fact in 
his answer. The conclusion of Judge 
Gordon is based upon the case of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky against 
the East Tennessee Coal Company, in 
which It was held that Section 572 of 
the Statutes was unconstitutional. Thi3 
statute provided that any foreign cor¬ 
poration whatever transferring a suit 
against It to the Federal Court was 
liable to revocation of license. When 
the Court of Appeals held the section 
unconstitutional it ruled that the Uni¬ 
ted States Constitution expressly gives 
the right to every citizen of the trans¬ 
fer of cases to the Federal Court. The 
language of the higher court’s opinion 
In this connection is as follows;

Higher Court’s Ruling. 

From this review of the decisions of th© 
Supreme Court it wouM seem that there 
Is no longer any question us to th* In¬ 
validity. such «* this act we are consider¬ 
ing. those decisions establish the docBlne 
that this right of removal Is a constitu¬ 
tional privilege conferred by the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States upon every 
citizen of a State in which the suit is 
brought, which would clearly embrace a l 
foreign corporal lens; and any legislation 
on part of the State by which It is pro¬ 
posed or designed to take away that priv¬ 
ilege even under the power of the 9tate ?o 
fix the taints upon which the corporation 
may enter that State fofthe purpose of 
doing business Is unconstitutional and 
void. ^ ,

Case Before Judge Kirby. 


The case before Judge Kirby was that 
of the Travelers’ Insurance Company 
of Hartford against the Insurance 
Coromlsslpner to prevent him by In¬ 
junction from revoking the company’s 
license because It transferred the suits 
against it to collect policies held by 
Henrv U. Frankel from the State to 
the Federal Court. Judge Kirby held 
that the Commissioner’s contentions 
were correct under a principle desig¬ 
nated by the Supreme Court ln the 
case of Barron against Burnside*. Judge 
Kirby’s opinion was to the effect th*t 
Doyle against the Continental Insur¬ 
ance Company Is identical with the r®** 
at bar and was not overruled or with¬ 
drawn ln the case of Barron against 
Burnsides. It was his belief that the 
cas’® of the CommomveaUh against the 
Jell lev* Coal Company and the Com¬ 
monwealth against the EDst Tennessee 
Company have no application to the 
present case, which is governed by a 
different principle of law. •

Mine 
was small and plain, printed In Ameri¬ 


ca. Those of the other gentlemen, res¬ 
idents in China, were In Chinese char¬ 
acters and printed on Large slips of 
red paper. 

The Governor soon appeared in the 
reception room, walking briskly, talk¬ 
ing brusquely, and shook hands with 
each of us in true Western style. 
Around the table loaded with fruits 
and refreshments we sat. and under his 
leadership the conversation soon turned 
to educational matters. Evidently his 
excellency intends to make his an edu¬ 
cational administration. He Inquired 
particularly about the Soo-Ohow Uni¬ 
versity in this city, established by the 
Southern Methodists, Its curriculum, 
length of term* etc. He very plainly 
intimated his sympathy with Japanese 
educational plans and form of organi¬ 
zation. I learn that this Governor, 
while acting recently as Viceroy of an¬ 
other province, sent a thousand young 
men to Japan to study, some to stay 
six months, the others twelve months.

less than a decade that bitter enmity 
has given way to an ominous cordiali¬ 
ty. Japan fcas now the ear of China, 
and Is fast dominating her national li/e 
and govememtal policies. My informa¬ 
tion comes from an authentic source 
that the Japanese Minister at Pekin is 
in highest favor at the court, and 
throughout the provinces of this vast 
empire there la a growing admiration 
for their little neighbors. Should Japan 
win signal success in the present war 
•he can, if she desires, be the reel mas¬ 
ter of China. No one has any reason 
to doubt her inclination in this respect. 

The evidences of this suggestive fact 
are many, but are most noticeable In 
the effort being made to oontroi the 
education of China- From the Univer¬ 
sity at Pekin down to the newly estab¬ 
lished schools In the provinces, Jap¬ 
anese are In highest favor as teachers. 
Dr. Martin, an American missionary 
veteran, & great scholar ami ilfe-loug 
friend of the Chinese, has been replaced 
as president of the University at Pekin 
by a Japanese. It is said that over 
three thousand young Chinese are now 
In Japan as students in the Imperial 
University and subordinate schools. 
When the vessel on which I crossed the 
Pacific anchored at Yokahoma about 
fifty young Chinese students name 
aboard for a homeward Journey. How 
long they had remained In Japan, and 
to what extent their studies had been 
prosecuted. I have no means of know¬ 
ing. From information since ascer¬ 
tained, however, my impression is that 
the book knowledge they gained Is a 
negligible quality, but they take on 
Japanese ideas and imbibe more or less 
the spirit of the people. It has been In¬ 
timated to me that nearly all of them 
return rebels in heart against the pres¬ 
ent dynasty. If fo, a mighty Internal 
struggle will be witnessed In this coun¬ 
try before many years,

Call On the Governor.

Richard, of Shang¬ 
hai, I called on the new Governor of 
this province. He received u« with 
distinguished courtesy, having the great 
front doors, with their painted dragons, 
thrown open at our approach. That is 
never done except for guests of speeial 
honor. It shows how anxious the offi¬ 
cial classes now are to extend courtesy 


On yesterday his excellency returned 
our coll. He came In official state, at¬ 
tended by soldiers and any number of 
young runners, all In brilliant colors. 
Like the typical Chinaman, he asked 
many questions, some of them very 
personal and pertinent. He took es¬ 
pecial Interest In our hospital, and went 
Into 'the wards to see a young taotal. 
on whom Drs. Park and Fearn had per¬ 
formed a successful operation thi^ 
morning. His delight at their success 
and his admiration for the hospital gen¬ 
erally were freely expressed. Evidently 
he felt that the foreigners are here 
for the people's good, after all. But in 
this kind of work. also, there is in¬ 
creasing Japanese Influence. Their 
physicians are moving into the coun¬ 
try and Into the Interior. Sooner or 
later *they will have a strong position. 

A translation from the Universal 
Gazette, a Chinese paper, appeared a 
few days ago In the North China Daily 
News. It contains an account of an 
official correspondence between the Jap¬ 
anese and Chinese Governments with 
references to the provinces in Man¬ 
churia rescued from the Russians. The 
result of this correspondence is that 
Japan will safeguard these provinces at 
Chines* expense until China can put 
four well-diclplined army corps In that 
section so aa to guard agalnst/all com¬ 
ers. AM of which Is in confirmation of 
the above. Hilll 

What will be the International up¬ 
shot of this change of heart on the 
part of China, and the increasing in¬ 
fluence of Japan I wllV not predict. 
.Some see In it the much-dreaded “Yel¬ 
low Peril," others a speedy revolution 
In China and the overthrow of the pres¬ 
ent dynasty* If Japan's official declara¬ 
tions are to be accepted, there is no real 
“Yellow Peril" to be dreaded. I am 
unable myself as yet to pee the predict¬ 
ed danger. The enlightenment of China 
with Western learning will work 
changes like those of Japan. If these 
changes take place under dominant 
Japanese Influences the day of China's 
Christianization wlU be somewhat re¬ 
moved. but It will surely come. 

Reports from the front of battles 
greatly Interest and excite the Chinese. 
They have unconcealed admiration for 
Japan In her struggle, and wish for her 
grandest triumph.

The father’s roof should shelter eons 
and daughters, too. who grow up to 
love their country. When a father 
shirks attendance on the primaries, 
when he care* nothing about hls own 
prllvilege of working for hi* party, 
when the whole political situation Is a 
bore and outside the home interests, 
little can be expected of the boy raised 
In such an atmosphere. If election day 
is hailed only as a holiday, convenient 
for an excursion, or affording a good 
chance to do odd Jobs about the house, 
the boy will care IRtle for It. except aa 
he may help to build bonfire* at night. 
He will not have the least perception of 
its real meaning. Yet tne truth l* that 
few careers are to-day so inviting as 
the career offered our boy In politic*. 
Most of our great men took the Initial 
steps toward their future advancement 
In the district school or the workshop 
or at the foot of the ladder among plain 
men. Most of our Presidents began at 
the foot of the hill and climbed up 
grade by gTade. Not one of our heroes 
or statesmen ever achieved any gift 
that the great Republic could bestow by 
scorning her service and staying at 
home from the ballot box. Richer or 
poorer, our successful men have re¬ 
frained from Insulting their country by 
indifference to her interests Instances 
of rapid advancement where a man has 
shown himself able are easily found. 
One of the most notable la the case to¬ 
day of George B. Cortelyou, who eight 
year* ago started on hls career as a 
stenographer In the Post-office Depart¬ 
ment. who has been private secretary 
to two Presidents, has been a member 
of President Roosevelt’s Cabinet and Is 
at present chairman of a great national 
committee.

I would not urge a boy when he first 
casts bis modest vote to do so In the 
hope that before many years men may 
be voting for him. But I would have 
every boy consider that hls vote is a 
magnificent privilege and a great re¬ 
sponsibility.

Not only in what we call the 
slums ought the boys to be Interested 
In all that affect© the management of 
the nation, but wherever there Is a 
young fellow growing up to ’enter the 
exalted rank of a free citizen in a re¬ 
public like ours, he should belong to a 
good government association of some 
kind.

Speaking of the birthright there is 
An old story told of & man.who so’d 
his to a designing and deceitful brother 
for a mess of pottage. He was hungry 
And he gave up his birthright for a 
savory mead. Any lad who yields hls 
convictions as to the right and wrong 
of a campaign, who suffers hls vois 
to be coAxed or bullied or bought for 
a ticket that does not represent wh*>t 
he feels to be honorable, true and noble, 
repeats that old folly of Esau and s©l!s 
his birthright. The vote Is the youth’s 
most glorious badge of manhood. It 
Is his first decoration. It Is his pledgs 
to the republic to serve her with fidel¬ 
ity and diligence, at any hour, In any 
crisis and to the uttermost of sacrifice 
If Phe demands it at his hands. 

The young fellows, a vast army of 
them, who are counting the days until 
November brings their first fine oppor¬ 
tunity to show themselves true-hearted 
Americans, have the cordial sympathy 
of everybody worth knowing.

MRS. GILBERT MAKES HER FAREWELL 

BOW IN A CLYDE FITCH PLAY. 


Franklin Fyles Tells About “Granny” and Its Star- 
“The Cingalee” and “Higgledy-Piggledy” Pro¬ 
duced In New York. 


PINERO’S STRANGE PRANK. 
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L OUIS MANN, at Macaulay's last 
week, showed us something new 
under the sun. Ho raised the 
curtain on a sort of German no¬ 
bleman that nobody had ever dreamed of 
as a possibility. His particular kind la 
rrolsy, Inelegant. Ignorant, with only a 
generous heart to save him from being 
an Intolerable boor. Heretofore a Ger¬ 
man Baron has been known as a man 
of refinement, or. at worst, of experience 
In refined social circles. And this la the 
real German Baron, aa a matter of fact. 
There Is no higher tj-p«* of gentleman In 
the world than he. Unually he Is educat¬ 
ed at Heidelberg; If he Is poor, as the 
Baron port rayed by Mr. Mann Is supposed 
to be, he was at any rate a modicum of 
good manner*. 

This burlesque of Mr. Mann** ran to Its 
most preposterous length when, posing a* 
a Rusal an Count, he appeared In the dress, 
ing-room of an operatic prlma donna to 
woo her away from the theater so that 
bis own sweetheart might sing the role of 
the vanished star. Ho fell Into her open 
trunk and dangled his feet In ulr: he be¬ 
came entangled In the train of her gown; 
be would not kneel to her without first 
spreading the hera of her skirt before him 
to protect hls trousers from the floor dust. 
It Is not reasonable to suppose that any 
prlma donna of Fanchon*tie's exalted 
rank could be Imposed upon by any such 
buffY»on. These and hls other gauchcrlea 
were on the subway level of slap-stick 
comedy They may have been mildly 
amusing to oversensitive risible*, but a* a 
well-meant, thoughtful and serious dra¬ 
matic effort they were not to be consider¬ 
ed Eugene Courvoursler. the noble “first 
violin,*' would n^vor have cut such capers; 
w hy, then, should the Barim von Walden, 
•’the seond fidd*.e,“ have behaved so? 

A* a bit of German caricature Mr. 
Mann’s Leopold Is as praiseworthy as was 
hls Hans Xfx or any other of bis musical 
comedy “creation*/* But if .MV. Munn is 
In earnest in hi* ostensible ambition to 
break away from hls pa*t and earn a po¬ 
sition In dramatic rank* he is going ubout 
his task In the wrong way. Grotesque 
exaggerations are all right Sit tijclr proper 
setting, but dramatic achievement is bet¬ 
ter accomplished through saner, subtler 
method®, with some consideration of a 
character's essentials and a sense of the 
fitness of things employed on the side. Do 
you remember Clay Clement's embodiment 
If the Baron von Hohenstauffen? Im¬ 
agine with what dcllcucy he would play 
this character of Leopold! 

After aJl, let It be granted. Mr. Mann 
was the one consoling feature of -The 
Second Fiddle." The play was thin and 
conventional and was so crudely built 
that a doughnut could have told within 
fifteen minutes after the rise of the* firs 


curtain Just how* It was all going to work 
out. And the supporting company, from 
the stiff, uncertain, stigary work of Miss 
Kline (Paula 1 to the sprawling, gesticu¬ 
lating performance of Percy Lynda! 
(pount de (Tardmeti. was not better. 

A truce! Do not think that It 1* here *0 
deny Mr. Mann certain moments of sub¬ 
stantial worth, or the play certain pas¬ 
sages of gratifying beauty. Ch.ef of all 
the good scenes In the casts of both actor 
and play looms up that in the first act 
at the piano. It was a happy sentiment 
that the author Introduced here as u sort 
f of Interlude of quiet. He made the com- 
poser-Baron wax eloquent wltn delight 
at the recollection of Abbe Liszt, whose 
I magic finger* had touched those very key* 
and made the whole piano throb with 
| music It was n manifestation of pure 
« Joy. the eager Joy that the adoring rtm- 
‘ slclan Is apt to feel at the thought of 
playing the instrument that the great 
master has played. The dramatist filled 
hf« lines with reverence, and Mr Mann 
spoke them In a half-whlsper that fairly 
teemed with worshipful ecstacy. It w'as 
only a fleeting moment, but It was fine. 
Approaching thl* In its dramatic attract¬ 
iveness was, the scene Just a little lAter. 
when the poor Baron Recognized as hls 
own the note* that the Count de Cardlnet 
was strumming on the piano. Mr. Mann 
! rose to this with splendtd force, and a re- 
j strained force at that. If Mr. Mann gave 
• us more of this kind of acting and 
] brought us a play that contained more of 
such passages he would be winning laurels 
indeed. 

Here's a hope that he‘11 do it! 


It was related in the Courier-Journal 
one day last week how the Ward and 
Vokes combination is to be broken up at 
the close of the current season. Ward 
and Vokes and Lucy Daly will appear In 
a musical farce with neither a "Percy** 
nor a •'Harold" In It. wiiile Margaret 
Daly Vokes is to be starred al. by her¬ 
self.

It must be confessed, that the shifts 
have not helped the Ward and Vokes en¬ 
tertainment. The performance given at 
the Masonic the past week was easily the 
poorest—ev en as a rough-and-;umble. n m* 
ntnalcal curiosity—the Ward and Vokes 
company has yet given. In the old days 
when Kelly played the morphine fiend 
ami George Sidney avted Busy lzzy and 
Johnny Page startled everybody with hU 
dancing, and the tw f o "tramp" comedians 
themselves mad** a greater effort to amuse 
, there were many chuckles to be had by 
attending a performance. Of late Mar¬ 
garet Daly Vokt» has been one of the 


main prop* of the entertainment. Now 
that sjie 1* to go it will he worth wrhl e 
' watching to whether WaTd and Voke* 
1 will continue down grade, or realising ths 
I necessity of putting mere zest Into the r 
I performances, moke an effort to retrieve 
! some of their lost prestige. 


1 In the Theater Magazine for November 
| Is an interesting Interview with George 
I Ade. who. as the author of five success- 
I fui piece*, all running simultaneously, is 
j the man of the hour in theatrical circles, 

I having eclipsed Clyde Fitch In the ra¬ 
pidity of hi* rise as a playwright. Mr. 

] Ade takes hi* success mcfaestly, and dis- 
| claims any desire to pose, ns a dramatist 
I of serious Intent: 

“If I have any single ambition In ref- 
j erence to the stage,” said Mr. Ade. “It Is 
to depict every-day life In such a man¬ 
ner as to umuse the public and not offend 
good taste. If, Incidentally, I can touch 
upon some of the weaknesses and foibles 
of the present moment without slandering 
my own countrymen, or holding our h-*me 
people up to ridicule, the plays will have 
a value which never can attach to an 
entertainment that Is merely farcical. 

“I do not wish,” he continued, “to be 
serious or didactic. It seems to me that 
any writer who enn amuse the American 
public without resorting to the *use of 
questionable topics or physical buffoon¬ 
ery' has done something of which he 
need not be ashamed, even if he sheds 
no great light on any national problem. 
For Instance. In ‘The Sultan of Sulu.* I 
tried to throw a few playful sidelights 
on our thunderous and over-pretentious 
policy of benevolent assimilation. In 'The 
County Chairman* I tried to depict some 
of the humorous features of political ex¬ 
citement as it rages In nearly every 
, small community in our country. ‘The 
College Widow’ is a rather highly-col¬ 
ored picture of the athletic mania which 
has laid hold upon our colleges. *Tho 
Sho-Gun* Is a playful treatise upon the 
gentle arts of promoting and trust-build¬ 
ing. If 1 continue to write for the stage, 
I believe that 1 shall endeavor to treat 
of home topics of this simple and gen¬ 
eric nature, and not meddle with any 
large social problems." 

When questioned as to whether he 
looked upon himself as the successor of 
Charles H. Hoyt, a broad smile lit up hls 
grave face—a smile, maybe, of modest 
satisfaction, yet perhaps one of secret 
amusement. 

“Several critics have been good enough 
to compare my later work." he said, 
"with the Hoyt plays, which should be 
flattering to me. as Mr. Hoyt was a very 
chover man and a keen observer «yf Amer¬ 
ican fads and follies. However, I am not 
attempting to be hls successor, and I 
trust I am not merely Imitating him, al¬ 
though one who has seen and admired his 
plays year alter year undoubtedly will bo 


influenced by them If he undertakes any 
work on hls own account" 


Th 3 t Mr Ade. In spits of hls modesty 
and desire to avoid seriousness, may be 
one day tGtnpted to write a serious ptiy 
Is suggested by hls earnest Indorsement 
of the home-made play In preference to 
the foreign article. 

"1 am very much in favor." he went on, 
"of the play dealing with American life. 
The translations from the German, the 
English society drama* and the adapted 
French farce are all light In their way. 
Wo should welcome them because they 
help to give variety to the stage and are 
useful models for the coming American 
playwright, but It seems to me that they 
have received too much attention from 
our producing managers in view of the 
j fact that w e have over here a gres; coun- 
f try simply reeking with material all raady 
to be transplanted to' the stage. 6uch 
men as James A. Horne, William Gillette. 
Charles H. Hoyt Bronson Howard. Au¬ 
gustus Thomas. Denman Thompson, and 
Indirectly. Mark Twain, are the ones who 
have done the great work for the Ameri¬ 
can stage, because they have depicted our 
h >me life In such a manner a* to build 
up our nelf-respect and incidentally keep 
us In better humor. If 1 can trull along 
respectfully In such notable company my 
ambition will be satisfied For the pres¬ 
ent, however. I shall not undertake any 
play* of serious purpose, and until I know 
more about the technique of the drama I 
shall not attempt any piece* depending 
upon a close and consecutive dramatic in¬ 
terest. There seem* to be room on our 
stage for plays dealing very* largely with 

familiar character types "

At the Masonic this week weil see a 
piece in the making of which, like the 
other Hanlon pieces, many authors and 
musicians have had a hand The Han¬ 
lons are this season celebrating the anni¬ 
versary of their first appearance in Bos¬ 
ton and vicinity, and In a recent conver¬ 
sation William Hanlon recalled many 
playrlghts and composer* who have as¬ 
sisted him and hls brothers In preparing 
the numerous versions of "Le Voyage en 
Suisse." the first Hanlon pantomime; 
“Fantasma." the second, and "Superba." 
the last. When the Hanlons first achieved 
success In Paris in pantomime, playing 
at tho Folles for more than four years. 
“Le Voyage" was something entirely new 
In the way of entertainment. Ludovlc 
Ha levy, who wrote the delightful ro¬ 
mance. "L’Abbe Constantin." with hls 
collaborator, Meilhac. prepared one of the 
first versions, for which Audran, compos¬ 
er of “The Mascot," wrote the music 
Herve also composed n great deal of 
music for "la* Voyage." Later Bloom 
and Togue and other French and V.cnnese 
musicians tried their hands on new ver¬ 
sion*. Then the Hanlons, who were 
known as the Hanlon-Lees at tho time. 


took "Le Voyage" to England, where 
they duplicat'd their former successes. 
R. Reece wrote the first English version, 
being assisted by Carl Mcyder, who com¬ 
posed the music and lyrics. Later Hen¬ 
ry Pettit, the Drury Lane melodrama! 1st, 
tried h'.s hand. While In Paris the Han¬ 
lons had the advice Hnd assistance of 
many world-famed p<*nple. Offenbach. 
Jules Verne. Judlc. t’oqueMn-all gave 
valuable aid and were the personal friend* 
of the Hanlons. In one of the Hanlon 
press books of thirty years ago appears a 
lament, from Figaro, over the •‘Inexplica¬ 
ble flight of the Hanlons—le* enfans de* 
boulevards." After the organization was 
brought to New York the American play¬ 
wrights ha*i a chance and Charles H. 
Hoyt, John J. McNally. Clay M. Greene, 
Herbert Hall Winslow and Quincy Kilby 
have In turn had a hand In turning out 
versions of the Hanlon iiieces. The Han¬ 
lons themselves have been the prime au¬ 
thors of the.r pieces, th*y having al¬ 
ways luld out in the rough the material 
for the dramaU*t The late Alfred Han¬ 
lon was a composer, while of the two 
remaining brothers. William Hanlon gives 
hls time to the construction of the pieces 
and Edward to the building details. It Is 
about fifteen years since either of them 
has been seen on the stage. 


A New York newspaper says that Lil¬ 
lian Russell Is to receive from S<un 8 
8hubert. under whose direction she will 
star In "Lady Teazle." a salary of 12,000 
a week. If this Is true. Miss Russell need 
only sing during a season of twenty-five 
we*ks in order to obtain a sum equal to 
the annual salary of the President of the 
United States. Her pay for each appear¬ 
ance at this rate would he $285.70, or about 
$96.24 an hour. Mis* Russell will be pre¬ 
sented In "My Lady Teazle" somewhat 
earlier than was Intended, giving her 
first performance In the piece about No¬ 
vember 21 at the Casino Theater, New 
York—a house associated with a majority 
of her successes. The music of the comic 
opera la by A. Baldwin Sloan, while the 
book Is the first work for the stage done 
by John Kendrick Bangs, author of "The 
Houseboat on the Styx," and Roderick 
Pen field. Mr. Bangs Is now editor of 
Puck, and Mr. Penfield is managing edi¬ 
tor of that publication.

L ONDON. Oct 15.—Instead of being 
known as the foremost of living 
BngMsh playwright*, suppose Arthur 
Wing Pinero had made hi* first bow to 
the public this week with the production 
of “A Wife Without a Smile?" FVom that 
viewpoint. It 1* not unthinkable that he 
would have been summarily treated as a 
bright, bold, bad boy who should be 
soundly spanked and eent to bed. with 
bread an£ water for supper. But a* we 
*11 know Mr, Ptnera and have delighted 
In him, the tendency 1* to *ee between 
the llnee of hi* new play fine qualities not 
visible In the line* themselves. The author 
rather encourage* this view by calling the 
play "a comedy in disguise,” as who 
should say: "There Is a gay and open 
countenance behind the mask, and if you 
Judge only by the ugllne** of the mask 
that Is your fault, not mine." 

Well, at any rate, th* mask Itself Is 
ugly and grinning. If not actus My leering. 
T ^et the reader Judge for hJmeelf by one 
feature of thl© comedy—a feature that la 
arousing so much public discussion as to 
Insure the prosperity of tho play for a 
time.

N EW YORK, Oct. 28.—Mr*. G. H. 
Gilbert has this week become a 
star aetrees In the eighty-fourth 
year of her life on earth and the 
sixty-sixth of her life on the *tage. She 
ha* played no other than old women 
part* since she ceased to be a dancer, and 
then she was *tUl so young that not only 
the wrinkles of extreme age, but the 
crow’s feet of middle age as wv>ll, had to 
be painted on her face. The late John 
Gilbert, who began a* an actor by Imi¬ 
tating men of three or four time* his own 
year*, once told me that he hadn't felt 
age till hls visage no longer needed any 
making up for Skr Peter Teazle, other 
than a general heightening of oolor to 
counteract the white effect of the foot¬ 
lights. “The artificial lines had become 
fewer so slowly, and the real line* more 
numerous." he said, as nearly as I can 
quote him from memory, "that I had not 
appreciated the change nature had 
wrought. At a rehearsal of 'The School 
for Brands!.' Lester Wallack remarked 
that he would flever again appear a* Sir 
Charles Surface, because grease and 
rouge could no longer make him look 
young enough. 

" ‘That Is a sensible determination, Les¬ 
ter,* said I, for we were always critically 
frank with each other.* 

“ ‘Of course you can keep on with Sir 
Peter till you die.* he responded, with a 
touch of retort In his tone; T)ut really. 
John, you should never make up for him 
again.' 

"And I never did." 

At Just that time Mrs. Gilbert (and, by 
the way. she and' John Gilbert were not 
related) was playing Old Mother Hun¬ 
dreds in Augustin Daly's melodrama, 
"The Dark City," on the other side of 
Broodway; and probably It was along 
then that she. too, first found out that It 
was needless to counterfeit the marks of 
time. And, being a woman, did the dla- 
edvery cause her more chagrin than Gil¬ 
bert felt? Fbr two reasons I believe that 
she didn’t moan about It. First, she has 
the reputation of having been always un¬ 
commonly free from the vanity of her sex 
and profession. Second, she was not sub¬ 
jected to the humiliation which actress** 
must feel when they have to shift irrev¬ 
ocably from maiden* to matrons, from 
Princesses to Queen Dowagers. 

The audlenoe at the debut of Mrs. Gil¬ 
bert a* a star actress expected that the 
dear old lady would break down under the 
ordeal of a long new role and of beginning 
a good-bye tour. She had been feeble last 
season and prone to forget her word* 
Her memory was a little uncertain for 
half an hour or so. and once the prompter 
had to help her. but during the rest of 
the performance she was *ure and facile; 
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As It appears In

of a honeymoon couple, who seek seclu¬ 
sion thither on every possible pretext. 
Their host, who believe* himself to have 
an overwhelming sense of humor, bores a 
hole through the celling, attaches one 
end of a cord to the arpring of the sofa 
whereon the happy couple are w'ont to bill 
and coo, and the other end to a doll which 
Is thus suspended Ju*t over the heads of 
the people In tbe room below-or. In other 
word*, in tho middle of the stage. When¬ 
ever tho honeymoon pair retire to their 
room tho doll presently begin* to Jump 
violently. Throughout the play this doll 
la the principal character, becoming th« 
center of attraction at regular periods and 
arousing a storm of laughter—especially 
from the pit—with each gyration. On one 
occasion K was*the unsmiling wife of the 
host, who,, not knowing the nature of this 
doll, held’an Interview in the room aloft 
with an admiring artist. The nativities of 
the doll on this occasion wrero only 
equaled by the guffaws of the pit. 

Was the mask of Mr. Pinero'* comedy 
leering or only grinning? Eager discus¬ 
sion of the subject now prevails In the 
columns of the press and in private con¬ 
versation. 

In truth the doll has made a sensation, 
and has quite overshadowed the rest of 
the play. It Is a sordid, cynical comedy 
throughout, unrelieved by on* lovable 
character, one kindly, honest emotion or 
on* speech that makes any pretense of 
appealing to the better nature of an au¬ 
dlenoe. It* biting wit and Its manifesta¬ 
tion of mastery in stagecraft and char¬ 
acter sketching only accentuate the un- 
ideosamnesa of it all The story, aside 
from that doll, l* thin and quickly told.

Church leaders In America, especially 
those in religious bodies which have 
been talking about uniting with the 
others, have again had their interest 
aroused In the situation In Scotland, 
where the twenty-four highland minis¬ 
ters, who have been decided by the 
House of Lords to constitute the Free 
Church, have Just had another decision 
in their favor. This one comes from 
the Court of Session and provides mere¬ 
ly that the former Judgment of the 
Law’ Lords goes into effect immediate¬ 
ly. The situation in Scotland la one 
that can hardly be realized here, al 
though there is made no secret of the 
fact that leaders in this country are 
not at all sure that there might not 
be a similar situation here, if union 
of two or myre bodies were effected 
against the wishes of a strong and bel¬ 
ligerent minority. The Scotch aRua- 
tlon shows how nmall a minority may 
cause trouble, for the Free Church, be¬ 
fore it united with the United Presby¬ 
terian, had about eleven hundred min¬ 
isters, and the twenty-four dissenters, 
representing a class in the Free Church 
known as the Highland Constitutional¬ 
ists, a class that has opposed every 
change made in the church, such as the* 
introduction of organs and hymns, the 
Declaratory act of 1892, and every step 
considered an advance one ^y the ma¬ 
jority. have been given legal possess¬ 
ion of all the funds of the church, 
amounting to $56,000,000 and all Its prop- 
erty In churches and manses, amount¬ 
ing In value to $20,000,000 more. 

• • • 

Effort At Settlement. 


Effort has been made to secure a rea¬ 
sonable settlement of the difficulty be¬ 
tween the two parties, but*neither has 
shown a disposition to give up any¬ 
thing to the other and the effort has 
come to naught. The United Church 
asked the court to delay the execution 
of the Judgment until It could ask Par¬ 
liament to straighten out the difficul¬ 
ty. but* the decision was adverse. The 
result will be th^t the eleven hundred 
churches will be without pastors in a 
few months, and the eleven hundred 
ministers without living*. No one ex¬ 
pects for a moment that the Free 
Church a* at present constituted will 
b« able to carry on the work of the 
churches, but it is said that the twen¬ 
ty-tour litigants expect that many of 
the ministers will return to the fold, 
leaving the United Church, rather than 
be ejected from their manse* and see 
their congregations left without pas¬ 
toral guidance. Of all the union plans 
talked of In this country, the one most 
likely to be effected by the Scotch sit¬ 
uation Is thftt between Presbyterians 
North and the Cumberland Presbyte¬ 
rians. A very active minority In the 
latter opposes union and are said to 
be prepared to take the matter to the 
cou/t* if union is consummated.

X GREAT CELEBRATION. 


Practically all evangelical religious 
bodies of America are uniting In a great 
Home Mission celebration, to be held 
in Festival Hall, the St. Louis Exposi¬ 
tion. on the 29th and 31st of this month 
(October). The speakers will represent 
the Episcopal. Baptist, Disciples of 
Christ, Lutheran, Dutch Reformed, 
Methodist. Congregational and Presby¬ 
terian churches. Ab part of the cele¬ 
bration, churches of these bodies all 
over the country will have services de¬ 
voted to Home Missions on Sunday, the 
30th. Home Missionary work in the 
territory covered by the Louisiana Pur¬ 
chase is the cause of the celebration. 
The territory includes Arkansas, Mis¬ 
souri, Iowa, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota. Indian Territory, nearly 
all of Louisiana, Oklahoma. KansaB, 
Wyoming. Montana, two-thirds of Min¬ 
nesota, and one-third of Colorado. It 
had a population of 100,000 in 1808, at 
the tlm© of the purchase, and now con¬ 
tains nearly 16.000,000 people. There 
are In the territory over 30.000 Protes¬ 
tant churches, and. with but few excep¬ 
tions. they were started by Home Mis¬ 
sion agencies. The church property 
alone is valued at $70,000,000, although 
the purchase price paid France by the 
United States was but $16,000,000. The 
present total value of the territory 
Inestimable.

CHINESE REPORTS. 


Almost every report of trouble In 
China is now credited to "Boxers" and 
many believe there now exists a general 
anti-foreign sentiment in that country. 
But little local disturbances are exag¬ 
gerated in telling of them, as is made 
evident by a recent letter from the Rev. 
W. O. EUertch to the Presbyterian 
Bdat'd of Foreign Missions. The w’rlter 
lives In Che Foo and speaks of a dis¬ 
turbance there that was reported as a 
riot, but which was nothing but a lit¬ 
tle trouble between a German employer 
and some Japanese. Trouble reported 
from the Chao Yuen district as an 
insurrection w r as a little disturbance 
between a few* native Christians and 
some outsiders, and the offices of the 
American Consul, who was called in. 
were not needed. Still another reported 
trouble h u! nothing to do with foreign¬ 
ers or Christians, and was caused by 
an illegal pork tax.

SAILS FOR LIVERPOOL. 


The Episcopal General Convention, 
Just ended, did several very positive 
things, and It Is not open to the change 
made against the convention of three 
years ago, that It attempted much and 
accomplished little. It made in Bos¬ 
ton a radical advance In divorce legis¬ 
lation. It was not a step aa far for¬ 
ward as tbe bishops or the extreme 
people In the deputise desired, but It 
does make the remarriage of a di¬ 
vorced person more difficult by an 
Episcopal clergyman, and Jt doe« dis¬ 
courage divorce. It represents the 
1 Protestant Episcopal mind of the mo¬ 
ment. and nothing beyond It, even If 
legally adopted, could be enforced. The 
converttlbn also adopted new’ working 
rules, consideration of which has been 
up for nine years, and whteto have 
blocked the way of many more im¬ 
portant measures. A part of these 
working canons provides for courts of 
review’, that may revise testimony in 
trials of presbyters and deacons in 
diocesan courts, and secure jusrtlce 
where heretofore Justice has been with¬ 
held The convention likewise provid¬ 
ed five new’ bishops, all of them mis¬ 
sionary. Two were to fill vacancies, 
and need not be considered. The other 
three mark an advance. One is to go 
to South Dakota, to assist a bishop 
who has worn himself out In work 
among Indians. The plea for tfuba 
was that as political America helped 
to secure political freedom, religious 
America, all of It, should help eecure 
religious progress. That in behalf of 
Mexico was that Americana there 
should be shepherded. 


The Boston Convention' likewise 
adopted wfhat Is known as the Hunt¬ 
ington amendment. It Is mild in it,* 
language, and it does no more than to 
write Into the constitution of the 
Church an 1 Inherent right long exercised 
by its bishops. This right is to pro¬ 
vide forms of public worship other 
than the Book of Common Prayer for 
such congregations of Christians aa 
want to be under Episcopal bishops, 
but want to use a liturgy other than 
that prescribed by th* Episcopal 
Church. It doe* not permit Episcopal 
churches to use forms of worship other 
than the prayer book, for w’hen the 
outside congregations Intended to be 
favored, become an official part of the 
Church they must use the official forms 
for public worship. The matter ha* 
still to be fought in the adoption of 
canons, so the last of it has not been 
heard by a good deal. Closely con¬ 
nected with the convention, but not an 
official part of it, was the federation 
of Sunday-school commissions. These 
commissions obtain in most States. 
Hereafter they are to work together for 
the improvement of rellglou* instruc¬ 
tion, -and they are to hold, next Octo¬ 
ber. a national convention, and prob¬ 
ably next July a summer conference. 
It Is a long step In advance, this get¬ 
ting together. In doing so. Episcopal 
® und ay - Mb ool interests put tfmmselves 
on record 1 as distrusting common 
schools as being the wisest Institutions, 
albne and as they are constituted, for 
the (complete education of the youth 
of America. The Boston convention 
left undone a number of things that 
many people hoped it might do. One 
of these thtngs was the permlpplve use 
of the revised version of the Scriptures, 
out of which to read the Bible lessons 
in public religious worship. The con¬ 
vention declined to give this permis¬ 
sion. It aleo declined to take the 
words “Protestant Episcopal” frvxn the 
title page of the book of common 
prayer. It refused to provide for a 
Presiding BUftKxp who should be elected 
and have no other duty than being the 
official head; thereby refusing, as a 
Church, to take a step that might 
sometime lead to an American Pri¬ 
mate and possibly an American Pope. 
The application of the colored race 
who are Episcopalians, Chat they have 
a bishop of their own race was post¬ 
poned In consideration, and put into 
the hands of a commission, charged 
with the duty of studying the matter 
and reporting three years hence. The 
bikhop* put off actW>n on the Polish 
application. It 1« «aid they feel the 
time not to be ripe for such recogni¬ 
tion os the eighty thousand Poles, un¬ 
der Bishop Kozlowskl. desire to have 
given them. Th«*e Poles merely ask 
if the four point* of Christlu»n agree¬ 
ment, as put forth by Episcopalians 
1886. still hold good; and the Episcopal 
bishops reply affirmatively. Yet noth¬ 
ing further was accomplished, owing 
to the fa/c-t that the Poles want their 
own bishop, of their ow r n race, and the 
machinery Is not yet adjusted to that 
end. This is not surprising, for no¬ 
body supposed such machinery likely 
to be ever needled.

Presiding Ekier Gross Alexander. D. 
D., after expressing gratitude for the 
good work in Louisville Conference 
suggests further advance*, saying: “We 
begin this year with the advantages 
which we had worked up to by the 
close of last year.. We are better ac¬ 
quainted with our own field, with our 
people, with our problems, with our 
difficulties, with our resources, with 
ourselves, with God.

In order to avoid this 
for the coming year it I* neceaeary to 
do two things. Firsi, let us begin with¬ 
out another week's delft/ to get thU 
matter In hand. Discuss and adofR 
some plan of action at your next board 
meeting and put It In practice at once. 
Whatever the plan may be, have a 
thorough Investigation of arrearages 
and delinquents at the end of every 
month. Then notify those who are be¬ 
hind. It would be far better to do this 
by a personal Interview with them, 
either when they come to church or at 
their homea."

No general body of Episcopalians In 
America has eVer had so marked a 
missionary character as had the Bos¬ 
ton convention. Fully $170,000 was con¬ 
tributed by It for general missions. 
This is in addition to about $1,000,000 
a year that It gives through its offi¬ 
cial organization. Us meetings for 
missionary propaganda were attended 
by crowds, and for the first time in 
Ms history it gave .up hours In day 
sessions to hearing missionary bishops 
tell what has been accomplished by 
thorn, and how they could spend more 
money if they hod it. A new mission¬ 
ary canon was adopted that puts the 
business of missions on a better basis, 
and while U abolishes one autumn 
meeting, heretofore held, it provides for 
many other mass meetings, to be held 
at a© many places and as often as 
may be thought wise. The visit of 
the archbishop of Canterbury gave tre¬ 
mendous missionary interest and 
brought the Anglican communions In 
England and America a great deal 
nearer together than they have ever 
been. The archbishop might have been 
patronizing. He might have laid stress 
in his addresses upon the importance 
of organization and officialdom, both of 
which he has behind him. He might 
have worn some gorgeous vestments of 
which he is possessed. He did none of 
these things. He did not hold up Eng¬ 
land as an example. He preached a 
heart religion and not a ritualistic one. 
He wore the vestments he found Epis¬ 
copal bishops In America to wear. The 
honors at first were conferred upon 
Bollings- Canterbury. Before he left the con¬ 
vention paid tribute to the man. 


The Homfe Mission Society 
Louisville Conference Women 

Number of auxiliaries, 47, represent¬ 
ing the work of 38 charges In the Con¬ 
ference, distributed as follows: 

Louisville district. 16 Auxiliaries; Ow¬ 
ensboro district.

Total membership. 918. Eight auxil¬ 
iaries were organized during the year. 
Auxiliary reports for the fiscal year 
showed 3,907 visits made to sick and 
strangers; 1,412 visits made to correct¬ 
ive or benevolent Institutions; 45 cot¬ 
tage prayer meetings held; 3.52S gar¬ 
ments in good order distributed; 461 
needy ones relieved; 1,572 papers and 
leaflets distributed. We have 103 mem¬ 
bers pledged to tithing. Through the 
organized supply department eleven 
boxes of supplies, valued at $169.69, were 
sent to our mission schools. Orphans* 
Home and to preachers serving mission 
charges with Inadequate support. 

The Louisville Conference Society 
since last December has contributed 
$125 to the parsonage at Elizabethtown 
and $100 to Montlcello parsonage. 

City mission work In Louisville has 
been most sut^essful. We have a well 
equipped Settlement Home on East 
Jefferson street, employ one city mis¬ 
sionary. a matron* and kindergarten 
teacher. A free kindergarten, mothers’ 
club, industrial classes, boys’ club, girls* 
club, Sunday-school, religious services, 
lectures, etc., are conducted, and over 
600 people have come In touch with thl3 
work. I

Presbyterians, through their Evange¬ 
listic Committee, are planning a most 
unusual work. It consists in the send¬ 
ing of a man to Asia, to vtelt the Pres¬ 
byterian missions there, hold confer¬ 
ences w’ith the missionaries and giving 
them the stimulus w’hlch such a visit 
will bring to the lonely men and wom¬ 
en on the foreign field. The Evangelis¬ 
tic Committee is to co-operate In tho 
matter with the Board of Foreign Mis¬ 
sions. but it Is understood that tho 
former wdll pay all the expenses of tho 
trip Although definite plans are yet to 
he made, U I* practically assured that 
the committe© will ©end out the Rev. 
Dr. Howard Agnew Johnwton. pastor of 
the Madlson-averme Presbyterian 
church. New- York. Dr. Johnston has 
been asked to go and has said he would 
If arrangements could be made for the 
care of his church while absent. If ho 
goes he will begin hls work in Japan 
in September. 1905. The selection was 
made because of the sueee*s which Dr. 
Johnston has hod In summer confer¬ 
ences and eloew'here with a course of 
studies on personal w’ork. At Silver 
Bay ln»t summer there were twenty re¬ 
turned missionaries In the course and 
all agreed that It was Just what Is 
needed on the mission field. When thq, 
Rev. Dr. John B. Devins made a trip 
through the Eastern countries early this 
year he found the missionaries express¬ 
ing a need for such help as Dr. John¬ 
ston may give and he reported the 
matter to the Evangelistic Committee, 
with the above result.

St. Petersburg, OcX. 29.—The arrival 
| of Lieut. Oen. Linevltch at Mukden to 
assume command of the Siberian corps 
P* the most interesting item of to-day's 
war news. The announcement of his 
appointment, which was telegraphed 
by a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, confirms the general expectation 
that Lieut. Oen. Linevltch will be sum¬ 
moned by Oen. Kuropatkln to assume 
an important part In the conduct of 
the campaign. Oen. LlneVltcb is sixty 
six years old. but he is a* active as 
a young man and is Immensely popular 
among the Siberian troops, whom he 
commanded during the “Boxer” war. 
He acted as commander-ln-ohlef of the 
Russian forces prior to Gen. Kuropat- 
kin’s appointment and arrival in Man- 
cjhfurl*. 

Th^ first Russian army, which com¬ 
prises six Siberian and three European 
tvprps. it now appears, is likely to be 
split up into two sections, one of which 
will be intrusted to tne command of 
Gen. Linevltch and the other will moot 
likely form the nucleus of a third army 
under Gen. Boron Kaulbars, at present 
commander-in-chief in the Odessa dis¬ 
trict. The appointment of the latter 
is regarded as certain. Gen. Kaulbars 
achieved prominence as Russian rep¬ 
resentative in Bulgaria during the reign 
of Prince Alexander. He has the repu¬ 
tation of being energetic and even bead- 
strong.

Lull In Operations. 


* The operations in Manchuria have 
again lulled during the lant. couple of 
da ye. the Japanese and Russians ap¬ 
parently contenting themselves with 
partial successes, the Russians having 
captured a couple of villages on the 
western flank, while the Japanese car¬ 
ried the Buddhist temple on tho hill 
east of and near to Bentslaputze. 

According to an Associated Press cor¬ 
respondent at Mukden, two machine 
guns which had been abandoned pre¬ 
viously by the Russians liave been- com¬ 
pletely dismantled and their barrels 
removed. 

Gen. Kuropatkln has now received 
sufficient reinforcement* to replace the 
45,000 men officially admitted to have 
been killed, wounded or mls*Jng in the 
battle of Shakhe. The hospitals of 
Mukden are no longer congested with 
wounded soldiers. 

The correspondent says that fine, 
warm woather has set in and that it 
looks as if the hour of an advance 
w as near at hand. The general feeling 
here is that an advance cannot be de¬ 
layed if Gen. Kuropatkln still hopes to 
reach Port Arthur before the fortress 
falls. _ 

OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION 

Of the Reported Capture of Walt- 
Aoshan By the Japanese. 

Toklo, Oct. 29. 4:30 p. nr—Official re¬ 
ports confirm the prease dispatch of the 
oapture of Waltaoehan by the Japanese 
on October 27, adding that at 10 o'clock 
of October 28 the Japanese opened a 
vigorous fire against W&lt&osh&n, but 
•topped firing In the afternoon. A 
strong force of the Japanese assembled 
at Kangtajenshen and Russian guards 
holding the height® north of Pinniulu 
Pan have completely disappeared. In 
other direction* an artillery duel occa¬ 
sionally occurred. 

The Japanese army is now working 
the YentnJ mines, digging enough coal 
for all military purposes. It is believed 
by mining experts that they can dou¬ 
ble the output.

CONFLICTING REPORTS 

As To the Occasion of the Recall of 
Viceroy Alexieff. 

Che Foo, Oct. 29.—Advices received 
here from Harbin say that Viceroy 
Alexieff and his entire staff will leave 
Harbin to-morrow.

The Russian Consul here says Alexleff’s 
recall is due to the need of his advice 
In framing new plans for the Man- 
churhtn campaign. Other Russians 
Including the official, confirm the re- 
ports from other quarters that Alex- 
ieffs recall is permanent and that it 
is due to Imperial dissatisfaction with 
his services.

Ferd Lutz, 
a farmer, was killed by being struck 
over the head with a heavy board in 
the hands of Jeff Morgan, a too a 
farmer. He died whefe he dropped, 
while the men who had been talking 
with him looked on. Morgan escaped, 
and he is thought to be hiding in the 
country near his home. 

Both men live about five miles from 
town. Morgan came to town this morn¬ 
ing with John Hall and his son. He 
recently married a daughter of Hall. 
Late in the afternoon Morgan, the 
Halls and Lutz, with a number of oth¬ 
ers met. They engaged in aji argu¬ 
ment which lasted several minute? be¬ 
fore ill feeling was manifested. Lutz 
became incensed becaused he was not 
allowed to talk as much as he desired. 
The elder Hall Insisted that Lutz be 
given a chance, but the son remon¬ 
strated. Lutz picked up a brick, and 
hurled it at the boy. Before he re¬ 
covered from the throw Morgan rushed 
In and dealt him a terrific blow* over 
the head with a board. Before officers 
were summoned Lutz was dead and the 
Halls and Morgan were gone. A gash 
six Inches long was cut across the top 
of his t\ead and the board wa* spat¬ 
tered with brain*. 

Late to-night a posse, headed by 
Sheriff Ashby, started for the neighbor, 
hood, where Morgan lives. Lutz was a 
well-known man. forty years of ago 
and leaves a wife and two children. 
He was a hard drinker, but wa« never 
dangerous. Morgan is about twenty- 
five years old and was indicted at the 
last term of court on a misdemeanor 
charge and fined.

CUT OFF BY WALL OF ROCK. 


Estimates of the Number of Dead 
Vary All the Way From Twen¬ 
ty To Sixty. 


Trinidad, Col., Oct 29. —The Rocky 
Mountain Coal and Iron Company's 
mine No. 3 at Terclo, forty miles west 
•>f Trinidad, was so badly wrecked by 
the explosion which occurred yesterday 
that rescuers have not yet succeeded 
In penetrating to the point where the 
miners were working. 

Estimates of the number of men in 
the mine vary from tw*enty to sixty 
They are mainly foreigners. The mine 
company officials have no record of the 
number working, though it is known 
that only twenty-one went dow*n into 
the mine yesterday morning. Accord¬ 
ing to reports which have not been ver¬ 
ified many more men went into the 
mine In the afternoon. It Is regarded ns 
certain that none of those who w*ere In 
the mine when the explosion occurred 
are now alive. 

The mine Is a sloping tunnel over 2.000 
feet long. Rescuers entered the slope 
ns far as room No. 13. which Is 200 
feet from the mouth of the tunnel. They 
succeeded in reaching this point only 
after most dangerous work and after 
crawling through many narrow places. 
At this point they encountered a solid 
wall of rock that had fallen from above 
and closed the passage. Room 26. 
where most of the miners are supposed 
lo have been working is 600 feet from 
the mouth of the tunnel or 400 feet be¬ 
yond the point to which the rescuers 
penetrated. 

Only one body has been recovered, 
that of T. Doran, a driver, who was 
just entering the tunnel when the ex¬ 
plosion took place. He was terribly 
burned.

Eight Men Run Narrow Escape In 
Gasoline Explosion. 

Morganffeld. Ky., Oct 29.—At the 
Davis coal mine, three miles from this 
place, the gasoline engine exploded to¬ 
day. and. in the gas and smoke which 
filled the mine, eight miners lost their 
wav. Seven of the eight men crawled 
out nearly suffocated eev-ral hours 
later TJie eighth man fell int«. a pool 
of water and when rescuers reached 
him was almost dead.

Chicago. Oct. 29.—I Special.]—John W. 
Gates is reported to have made $4,000.- 
000 In the Atook market In the last four 
months. He was a pronounced bull 
last July before the market had well 
started on Its upward movement and 
was a heavy buyer of several stocks 
that have advanced in price from $10 
to $20 a share.

Mr. Gates' winnings recently, large as 
they have been, are not believed to 
have made him even with the losses 
he incurred in the year and a half of 
stock market depression previous to the 
present bull campaign. It is said by 
some of his friends that during that 
period of depression his losses aggre¬ 
gated $ 6 , 000 , 000 . 

Some of the others In the “Western 
crowd" that operated in the New 
Stock market have made exceptionally 
large profits on the recent advance In 
prices. 

PLANS FOR SEPARATION 

OF CHURCH AND STATE. 


Premier Combes Presents the French 
Government’s Proposal To Ac¬ 
complish That End. 


Paris. Oct. 29.—Premier Combes to¬ 
day presented the Government's pro¬ 
ject for the separation of church and 
state to the committee of the Chamber 
of Deputies having charge of the sub¬ 
ject. The measure embraces twenty- 
five articles, which do not differ mate¬ 
rially from the committee’s measure 
heretofore prepared. Rome of the chief | 
features of the Government’s bill are 
as follows: 

Instead of making an outright sepa¬ 
ration as the committee proposed. M. 
Combes provides for a period of Iran- I 
sltlon with the view to the organization 
of new church conditions, and allows | 
the clergy an indemnity of 400 franca 
for four years followMng the separation 
in order to permit of their making new | 
arrangements for the private support j 
of the churches. A system of pensions 
ts provided for the dignitaries of the 
churches according to age and position; 
provision Is made against public and 
religious manifestations on the streets 
and highways; the general supervision 
of cults Is retained; the French Em¬ 
bassy to the Vatican Is suppressed, and 
there are many detailed provisions for 
carrying out the new* regime.

Miss Irion 
had opened the gas valve too soon and

LOSS ESTIMATED AT $50,000.

DURING CONCLAVE. 


Was Suit Case Contninlng Money, 
Clothing and Mileage 
Ticket. 


To Compel Election Offl- 
cere To Register Him

Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
The most deetructlve fire in the history 
of Corinth and one which completely 
wiped out the buslnesa portion and part 
of the residence district occurred to¬ 
night a)>out 7 o.’cloek and within two 
hour* had entailed a low of $50,000. The 
fire started from a defective flue In the 
residence of Mrs. M A True, which 
was instantly destroyed. A strong wjnd 
was blowing from the south and the 
flames spread rapidly, the path of the 
fV4 being on the wesa aide laf Main 
street, ’* 

The residence of Thomas Rhine was 
next to go, quickly followed by the 
drug store of H. R. Simmons and the 
restaurant and grocery of B. Jones. 
By this lime every building on thl* 
side of the street was In flames, and 
within h few minute* the post-office, 
barber ahop of J. Parmh %nd the res¬ 
taurants of Jake Colson and William 
Ca vena ugh ond the general store* of 
J. Alcoke and H. Jones were quickly 
consumed. Further down the street the 
residence of Mrs. Lancaster and that 
of Mrs. Cobb nnd the grocery and sev¬ 
eral small buildings adjoining were 
next burned and, crossing the street, 
the fire next licked up the Cottage Ho¬ 
tel. which wa* soon in ashes. From 
this building the flames spread to the 
Exchange Hotel and the office of Dr. 
Robinson, adjoining, and by this time 
practically every business house in the 
town was in ruins. 

Both of the hotels were crowded with 
guests, all of whom rendered every as¬ 
sistance In Btopplng the onward tide of 
the flame*, but the facUltie* for fight¬ 
ing a Are were so poor that little could 
be done by the willing hands, and all 
were forced to stand Idly by and see 
the whole town go. Help w r as caJleJ 
for at Georgetown, Lexington and Sa- 
d lev Hie. but the apparatus from the 
last named place was the only one to 
reach Corinth before the pjace was in 
ashes. This, however, constated only of 
hand extinguisher* about like that of 
Corinth, and it was Impossible to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the flames. 

The people whose houses were last 
to burn were able to save much of 
their household goods lend to-night they 
WH»re compelled to upend the entire 
night In the open air in order to care 
for the property Many people were 
rendered homeless by the flames, and 
It was impossible Lo And room and 
shelter for all in the remaining homes. 
The loss at a late hour to-night I* es¬ 
timated at about 460,000, with insurance 
of about 415,000.

Those were the old years. w r hen they 
harvested with swinging scythes that 
laid the grain down in row* for tha 
“hand*** and the boy* and even th* 
women to bind into sheaves. 

It is the era now of the binder, that 
cuts with the speed of ten laborer* 
and sends out sheaves all made. 

It is the day, too, of social distinc¬ 
tion*. and the ’‘hands’* live In the house 
no more. When, before dawn Is red, 
the farmer comes to “rout them out/' 
they are rolled In their blankets on the 
hay In barn-loft or bunk-house. 

“Up with you! Stackin’ in the north 
field!** calls the farmer. They tumble 
out. grumbling, and wash at the pump 
In the surly silence of half-wakened 
men. The women-folk are milking arid 
the men feeding and harnessing, rind- 
the farmer Is sharpening the big. 
Jogged teeth of that saw with which 
hi* harvester lays low the grain. 
Breakfast In the house on hunks of 
fried meat and stabs of bread and 
bowls of coffee; then the binder, with 
Its sickle raised, lumbers on thick, 
clumsy wheels toward the field. Th© 
boys hitch up the big hay-rack, for the 
ea 9 t field was cut last week and th© 
sheaves are dry for stacking.

O- reading this title immediately 
think, of the Clown in his white face 
and baggy ooatume, and for an Ameri¬ 
can to think of a Clown la to at once 
remember George L. Fox. who died 
many years ago; Tony Denier, who. in 
his old age, lives in wealth and af¬ 
fluence in Chicago; Robert Butler, 
James S. Maffitt, Edwin Croueete, 
Gharrk-s Laurl, John Foster, now an to¬ 
mato of the Actors' Home on Staten 
Island; Thomas E. Miaoo, George D. 
Melville, George H. Adams and several 
others w ho gained flame in the expo¬ 
sition of comedy In the chalk face and 
motley. Fox and Denier are un¬ 
doubtedly the n**t famous Clowns In 
American stage history, especially the 
former, for time has not faded the 
memory of his genius, but has rather 
oast a halo about It. 

As many actors aspire to portray 
famous dramatic characters, so do sev¬ 
eral young men lu the achobatlc and 
burlesque field aspire to the fame of 
George L. Fox and Tony Denier. Two 
of these young men, William C. 
Bchrode and James A. Rice, have been 
selected u> play the roles of Humpty 
Dumpty »md Humpty Dumpty’s broth¬ 
er. the two Clown* in the coming pro¬ 
duction at the New Amsterdam. When 
ona remembers the old productions of 
"Humpty Dumpty" made In this city 
many years ago, one instantly recalls 
the Harlequin, Pantaloon and Colum¬ 
bine. in the Interpretation of which 
many players become widely known, 
but have been forgotten in the sort of 
halo of glory which has surrounded 
the character of the Clown. Howard 
Prevoct, Mr. Rice's partner in vaude¬ 
ville, wljl be the Harlequin; J. H. Pow¬ 
ers will be the Pantaloon, and Nora 
Barony will be the Columbine in tills 
forthcoming '’Humpty Dumpty.” 

There will be an even greater dif¬ 
ference between the production of 
•'Humpty-'Dumpty” es it will b* pre¬ 
sented at the Amsterdam Theater, 
with Its oyer $100,000 worth of scenery, 
costumes and mechanical effects im¬ 
ported front the Drury Lane Theater in 
London, and the productions made 
years ago. In the old days, when Fox 
and Denier originally put on 'Humpty 
Dumpty." $3,000 was considered an 
enormous expense to go to in staging 
a production of this character. 

Another distinction that should be 
made between this production of 
'•Humpty Dumpty" and those of the 
old days of Fox and Denier. Is that 
the piece wttl not be presented entlr- 
ly in dumb show: only certain Chirac 
ter» will expheas their putts in pan¬ 
tomime. Whlb* trick reeAiry was used 
in the old productions years ago. and 
some of it was considered ver> elalxjr- 
ate, all the resources /of advanced 
stagecraft have been brought to beat 
In preparing the. coming production,

Mythological Antecedents. 

•Hie Clown, the Harlequin, the Pan¬ 
taloon and the ’ olutnblne all have their* 
origin in hem -*n myUho! *gy. The Har¬ 
lequin Is undoubtedly a representative

The Famous Grimaldi. 


Introduced Into England by a French 
troupe In 1717, in which year the first 
English trick pantomime was produced 
at the theatre In Lincoln’s Inn Fields. 
It w^as entitled "Harlequin Casketed." 
The creator of the Harlequin in this 
performance was Christopher Rich, thy 
manager of the theatre. He made th.» 
Harlequin mute because he could not 
deliver dialogue, but was wonderfully 
expert in pantomimic expression. If. 
the depletion of either con.lc or pa¬ 
thetic emotion he was a genius, and 
could convulse an audience with laugh¬ 
ter or move It to tears. The success of 
this entertainment was very great, and 
took a firm hold on English tastes. 
This was the beginning of pah-tom I me 
In England. Everything In English 
pantomime was subordinate to the 
Htarlequin until 1758, when tha* im¬ 
mortal genius of pantomiGM* 'Joey" 
Grimaldi, made his first appearance. 
The wonderful comedy In chalk face 
of Grimaldi brought the Clown to the 
fore, a position which he has always 
held In English and American produc¬ 
tions ever since. Joey Grimaldi died 
In June. 1828, but his fame became so 
great tha-t many English Clowns hr- 
•umed his name, either as a Christian 
or surname, ever since. 

Genuine pantomime was brought to 
America by the Ravel family, who 
came here In 1832 and appeared at the 
Park Theatre In New York. This 
troupe consisted of ten performers and 
Included Gabriel. Jerome and Jean 
Ravel, who afterward became very fa¬ 
mous in this country. They subsequent¬ 
ly were seen In Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia. They made a tour of the South 
and West, and returned to Europe In 
1834. They there divided into three 
troupes and three of the brothers went 
to London, where they appeared nt 
Drury Lane for the first time January 
6 , 1836. In the following September they 
returned to New York, where they 
played from October, 1838, to July. 1S37. 
making a tremendous success at Niblos 
Gardens. Some of the family who had 
remained abroad subsequently came to 
America, and from that fime up to 
1860, some of the Original Ravel troupe 
were here. In 1848. Francis Ravel 
brought over the Martinett! 'amtly. a 
noted troupe of pantomlmists* Gabriel 
and Francois returned to En*md ‘n 
I860, and shortly after retired from 
stage. 

George L. Fox was the original 
"Humpty Dumpty." He was a come¬ 
dian and burlesque perfortner and was 
Induced to play the pirt of Humpty 
Dumpty by Tony Denier, who arranged 
the orlgtaal pkoe. Fox was bom In 
Boston In 1826 and began hts career at 
the old Tremont Theater in that city. 
His first part was the child to Edwin 
ForresUs “Metamora." and the next th. 
Duke of York to the Richard HI. of 
Junius Brutus Booth. He appeared a' 
th# 4 child In "The Hunter of the Alps' 
at the benefit of Charles Keane in No¬ 
vember. 1830. . Fox made a gieat repu¬ 
tation as Christopher Strop. as the w ar¬ 
rior In "The Elder Dtixe" and as To¬ 
bias Shortcut In ’ The Spitfire." lie was 
a wonderful worker and his study was 
amazing. In those old days he used to 
play two or three parts a night and 
sometimes four. There was a change 
of bill nightly in the ordinary season, 
and It was seldom that any one p*ecs 
ran a week, no matter how successful 
It proved.

New York, in December, 1350. that Fox 
first manifested bis capacity for panto, 
mime, appearing In “The Golden Ax," 
and later bringing out "Magi- Han?.”

“Two weeks ago. as I was nearly 
wort) nut, L lay down, and to please 
him I feigned sleep. Suddenly I was 
startled to see him lean over |n the 
chair with his eye® closed, and I sprang 
forward to catch him.

"The Ri\ \Y. C. &ltup]> has also 
called here and tiled the exp»'rletit, with 
the same result. Ernest is not a be¬ 
liever In spiritualism or the doctrine 
of universalJtmi. When I question'd 
him about the 27th he broke Into tear* 
and said he could not tell me whift 
month hf would die, but that it woti d 
be on tlM 27th. He says an angel wa¬ 
its him every day, and that he receives 
*11 his knowledge from him. He says 
his movements are guided at ill times 
by two lights, a Isrge one npd a *mall 
one, representing the Old and New Tes¬ 
taments." 

Case can tell, even when a person is 
a block away, who Is coming toward tbe 
house, and nleo read the person's his¬ 
tory and character accurately, ev‘*n 
though he be lying up. n his couch, with 
eyes closed at the time. 

A friend whom he hnd not seen for 
many years g«»t upon the Hockir g Val¬ 
ley train *r FostDila recently to visit 
him. Fostorla is thirty-five mbs d 
tant from Toledo. At the ln**tar.t hi* 
friend got upon the train he tematketl 
th® fact, gave Lhe man s name and 
entire conversation with the brakeman 
and conductor of the train. This has 
been absolutely proved, and was 
vouched for by the local ministers the 


following Sunday evening W the pres¬ 
ence of large congregation**. 

Strangers have visited the Case home, 
and he has suddenly pointed his fin¬ 
ger toward them and narrated events 
in their Uvea, in several Instances so 
secret that the guests begged him to 
desist and finally hurriedly left the 
house. These cases have been care¬ 
fully Investigated. In one Instance, It 
Is said. a man left the city. 

In conversing with Mr. Shupp one 
day he started, while in & trance-llke 
condition, to tell the histories of one 
after another of his church members, 
until th* minister begged, over and 
over again, that he would atop. But 
the minister felt it hb< duty. In con¬ 
junction with other ministers, to lnves«« 
tlgate. and the result has produced * 
terrible sensation In the community as 
well as In the church organization.

“If the people could see what I have 
seen," said he, “they would Immedi¬ 
ately become Influenced to lead better 
live®." 

He says the moon and eun have both 
been inhabited, but were burned off, 
just as this world will be In time. 

Insanity and hypnotic experts have 
carefully examined Case, and In varia¬ 
bly report thut he Is absolutely of 
suund and ritlonal mind and entirely 
free from hypnotic influence or t>ug“ 
gallon. 

The case ha# produced a profound 
sensation In Toledo, and the churches 
are experiencing the moat wonderful 
awakenii\g In history. Case I® anxious 
to he fully recovered, so he may re¬ 
sume his labors with the company. He 
repeU ail attempts to make capital 
out of his experiences and 1® really 
modest and diffident.
